on the eve of his sixty-first birthday, saying 
that on Jan. 1, 1905, he would retire from 
politics; that he never would run for an 
elective office again; that if the democracy 
is successful in the state and nation he will 
accept no appointment at the hands of the 
president or governor, and that he wiil re- 
linquish the leadership of wx party in this 
state. 

This means that one of the most remark- 
able leaders of his time is to leave the stage. 


Will Benefit Parker. 
Mr. Hill’s enemies naturally will say he 
does not mean it, but there was little differ- 
ence of opinion among democrats 4nd repub- 
licans tonight. They believe! the statement 
will do ‘Parker a great deal of good. Mr. 
Hill wanted to retire a year agp. He has held. 
himself ready since then to make any sacri- 
fice that would help Parker.

Several times 
when the state ticket was defeated it was 
generally believed Hill was politically dead, 
and Richard Croker a half dozen years ago. 
proclaimed himself state leader Hill's

But when the smoke of conflict had blown 
away Hill was found again controlling the 
situation. His most bitter contest was im- 
mediately following the Maynard scandal, 
when he was accused of having stolen the 
state senate. 

It is a peculiar bit of political history, in 
view of recent events, that after the over- 
throw of William F. Sheehan's power in 
Erie county, In 1891, Mr. Hill was accused 
of the basest treachery to his former friend 
and supporter, and it was not until recently 
that the breach between them was bridged, 
if indeed it is bridged today. 


Courts Newspaper Favor. 


Previous to the St. Louis convention Mr. 
Hill was reticent with any information he 
had and acted the sphynx; since the conven- 
tion and the turn affairs have taken Senator 
Hill has been solicitous for the confidence of 
the newspaper men and the public. The

He has been alderman, member of the as- 
sembly, mayor, lieutenant governor, govenor, 
and United States senator, and says he feels 
that he has been honored by the party suffi- 
ciently.

Lorenz Lentsch Wounds Step- 
daughter and Her Fiance.

Shovting Is Result of Infatnation for

Actuated, it is believed, by jealousy and 
his tnfatuation : for ‘his stepdaughter, Au- 
gusta Guth, Lorenz Lentsch, 21 Aubert 
avenue, iast evening shot the girl and her 
fiancé, Edward Moeller, 1086 Nelson street, 
anv then killed himself.

Lentsch was a toolmaker and resiiied with 
his wife and two stepdaughters. During the 
last. five years, it is said, he has been openly 
infatuated with Augusta, who is 20 years 
old. Antonia Lentsch, widow of the suicide, 
says that on several occasions her husband 
‘has told her she should die and allow him 
to marry the younger woman. 

Jealousy Arouses Stepfather. 

Five months ago Moeller, a teamster, 21 
years old, began paying the young woman 
attentions. This aggravated the stepfather 
so that the members of the family declareé 
he threatened her life on several occasions. 


The girl left a week ago because of the | 


stepfather’s cruelty and took refuge with a 
married sister—Mrs. Henry Feiler, 558 Wie- 
land street. Lentsch urged her to return, 
declaring that she might meet Moeller as 
often as. she chose. 


Sits on Sofa with Suitor. 


. Yesterday afternoon the gir! returned, and 
in the evening her suitor called. Lentsch 
remained in his room, a bedroom opening 
into the parlor, and the girl and the young 
man sat together on the sofa.- The mother 
and other sister, and Miss Stella-Schuist, a 
friend of the wounded young woman, were 
in the dining room in the basement of the. 
cottage. 

At 6 o'clock Lentsth left his room and his 
stepdaughter went to the plano, where she 
sat and played. After a few moments she 
rose and said that she was ready to go out 
with the young man, and then the step-. 
father started a quarrel, When he urged her 
to remain, the girl signified her willingness to 
do so, and started again to play the piano. 


Without Warning Begins Firing. 

As soon as Miss Guth had turned her back 
Lentsch fired at Moeller, striking him in the 
left thigh, and following the shot with an- 
other which wounded his stepdaughter in the 
back, piercing her left lung. 

With @ scream the girl staggered to the 
front porch, followed by the young man. 
She fell at the foot of the stairs. Notwith- 
standing the wound in his thigh, her flancé 
picked her up and ran with her 300 yards.to

where the shooting took place. om he fell 
fainting with his burden. 


Turns Revolver Upon Himself. 

After the young couple had kft the cottage 
the girl’s sister, Irma Guth, and her friend, 
Stella Schuist, ran jnto the front room in 
time to see the stepfather turn the revolver 
upon himself and fre. The bullet pierced his 
chest, killing him instantly. 

Moeller and the girl were taken to St. 
Joseph's hospital, where her condition was 
said to be critical. Moeller’a wound was said 
to be not severe. 

‘Wishes Wife Out of the Way. 

In telling the story ‘of the tragedy Mrs. 
Lentsch said: 

“Lorenz Lentsch married me for my 
money, which he since has spent. Many 
times he has said to me, ‘ You are too old, 
too fat, andtoougly. I want Augusta. When 
you are dead I will marry her.’ I have been 
afraid he would kill me. Lately he has been 
threatening her with death if she would not 
give up Moeller. I helped them to meet 
away from the house several times, but 
when she left he said if she only would come

WILL EMD CONTRABAND DISPUTE 


Prof. De Martens to Preside Over Com- 
mission to Consider Protests of 
America and England.

LATEST CHINESE REPORTS.

‘South American Republics Neat Clash 


Owing to Arming of Insurgent Force 

on Soil of Former Country.

BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 28.—Diplomatic re- 
lations between Argentina and Uruguay have 
become strained almost to the breaking point 
as @ result of the discovery that a Uruguayan 
insurrectionary force was fitted out in Ar- 
gentine territory. 

The revolutionists. numbered 180 men, fully 
armed and equipped, and were under com- 
mand of Col. Pempillon and were aboard a 
steamer off the Uruguayan coast. 


Warned of Expedition. 

President Ordonez of Uruguay had been 
warned that preparations were being made 
for an insurrectionary expedition and dis- 
patched two forces with armed vessels to 
watch for the expedition. “At night the gov- 
ernment troops attacked the insurrectionists 
with a continuous and merciless fire. Many 
of the latter swam ashore, but eight, badly 
wounded, were captured. The fate of the 
others is not known. 

The insurrectionary vessel also was cap- 
tured and with it a considerable quantity of 
telegraph apparatus. 


Paraguay Insurgents Active. 

Paraguayan revolutionary vessels are ex- 
tremely active. They are carrying men, 
horses, and arms and are searching all 
passenger boats. An Argentine warship yes- 
terday threatened to fire on the revolutionary 
squadron if it intercepted vessels flying the 
flag of the Argentine republic.

STRIKE ADDS DEATHS. 


'TWO MEN KILLED IN FIGHTS DUE 
TO THE LOCKOUT. 


One Accuses Another in Saleon of Be- 
ing Nonunionist and Latter Seizes 
Bread Knife, Cutting Antagonist’s 
Throat—Another, Employed at the 
Stockyards, Has Trouble Over Crap 
Game and Shoots Companion—Fugi- 
Wounded by Peliceman.

Thomas Dillon, colored, 24 years old, lost 
his life last evening in the street in front of 
a saloon at 3500 State street.

New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.]—John PB. 
Redmond, leader of the Irish party in the 
house of commons, told the audience which 
filled Carnegie hall tonight that he has 
come here hoping to be able to raise $5,000 
in this country for the Irish cause. The 
meeting was under the auspices of the Uni- 
ted Irish league of America. Ten thousand 
dollars was subscribed or paid in cash 
toward the fund. Col. Duffy of. the Sixty- 
ninth regiment gnd staff in uniform were 
on the stage. When Congressman W. Bourke 
Cockran appeared he had to make a speech. 

Redmond said that he came to this coun- 
try to explain what had been accomplished 
through assistance obtained here two years 
ago and to ask further help, He said that 
the money given at that time had brought 
about the passage of the land act in the 
British parliament and Ireland had reason 
to be proud of the result. 

Aids Home Rule Fight. | 

‘But that,” he added, “is only a means 
to obtaining home rule. Nothing will satisfy 
us but self-government. The great union- 
ist party in England is doomed, and the 
Irish control the voting balance of 100 con- 
stituencies in Great Britain, and will demand 
home rule from the candidates there at the 
next general election. 

“Then we will have the balance of power 
in the British parliament and the home rule 
bill will pass. We must have financial aid 
from America to take advantage of thesp- 
I don’t think I ask too much in 
requesting the people of this country to give 
us a campaign fund of $50,000 between now 
| and the time of the general election. 


Meet Revival of Coercion. 

“We have met the revival of coercion. 
Trial by jury had been su¢pended; it has 
been resumed. The new form of conspiracy, 
whereby the Irish landjords sued the hold- 
ers of the land, has been met, thanks to the 
aid of the American fund. Never again will 
free speech or trial by jury be denied to us 
or arbitrary imprisonment be inflicted.”’ 

When Mr. Cockran appealed to the people 
to assist the struggling Irish members of 
parliament a man in the audience cried out: 

Why don’t you assist them, Cockran?’’ 

‘“‘T will assist in a way that will help the 
cause most, and that is by going down inmy 
pecket.”’

William Maloney, a section hand, died at 
the Englewood Union hospital yesterday 


\ Morning after telling how his love for. his 


own children had led him on Saturday to 
save the life of Charles Larsen, 8 years old, 
at the expense of his own.
